GAFRORD'S CRIME 


Prosecotion Produces a Woman Hho 
Saw Bart Lloyd Killed. 


DEFENSE GIVEN A SURFRISE 


Negro Says She Was Near by and That 
Prisoner Crept Upon His Victim. 


GREAT CROWD 


Danger Fails To Respond 
to Subpoena. 


Greenville,: Ala., February 4—(Special.)— 
Atabanmra’s celebrated murder case opened 


with considerable delay before Judge John | 


R. Tysor in the circuit court of Butler 


county this morning. The state was repre- | 


sented by Solicitor N.. Stalilsworth, and, 
contrary to expectations, Congressman 
Jesse Stallings. The other attorneys who 
were mentioned as taking part in the pros- 


ecution left the case to the gentlemen men- 


tioned. 

Mr. Terry Richardson and Captain S. M. 
Dinkins, of Troy, represented the defense. 
When the case was called the solicitor 
asked for 4 return on the subpoena of Mrs. 
Millér, sister of the defendant, and the 
most important witness in the case. Clerk 
Bargainer answered that two subpoenas had 
been issued‘to be served by the sheriffs of 
Lowndes and Jefferson counties, but they 
had been unable to find Mrs. Miller. It was 
understood that Mr. Richardson had re- 
ceived a telegram from L. P. Wool, of Bir- 
mirngham, .a relative. of the required wit- 
‘néss and the state pressed for information 
on the subject of her presence at the trial, 
but Mr.* Richardson refused to divulge the 
contents of the message. - The state an- 
nounced ready,.and asked for a telegraphed 
attachment to be issued against Mrs. M'l- 
ler,,an application which was renewed by 
the defense later. Mr. Richardson sur- 
prised the court by proclaiming the willing- 
ness of the defense to proceed with the 
trial, as it has been declared that Gafford’s 
fate depends on the evidence of his sister. 

Crovds Witness the Trial. 

Wher court reconvened at 1 o’clock the 
spectators had been re-enforced and the 
room was so packed that deputy sheriffs 
had to force a way through the throng for 
officials and jurors. The assemblage was 
about equally divided in ‘‘fixed op!nions’’ 
and was composed of the two political par- 
ties who have been ident!fied with the 
case through the political prominence of 
Bart Lioyd and his glayer. 

Gafford, who bore the same garrulous 
air which has been his chief characteristic 
since the killing, took a great interest in

Taking the Testimony. 

The first witness went over the old 
ground, giving all the ghastly details of 
the finding of the body of Lloyd in the 
roadway, between Greenville end his home, 
at a spot three and a half miles from the 
city. 

Messrs. Daniel and Lewis, two young 
men accosted by Gafford, related his con- 
fession of the killing and added that he 
requesied them to go along the road and 
see if they could do anything for him. The 
state’s evidence ir toto tended to show 
that Lloyd was shot twice in the center 
and right side of the chest, making two 
gaping wounds. H's clothing was too 
bloody to discover whether !{t was powder 
burni or not. Gafford walked up and down 
the road for some time awaiting h's ap- 
preach, and made off slowly immediately 
after the tragedy. D'stances and proxim- 
liy of objects were fully gone into by five 
witnesses, and then the state played their 
crushing card. 

An Eye Witness to the Crime. 

It was not known that there was an eye- 
witness to the killing unt!il Lena Jones. a 
colored domestic, took the stand. Then 
the plea of self-defense became a theory 


_ and the killing was termed assassinat'on. 


This witness related how she had seen 
Part Lioyd advancing slowly along the 


road in his buggy reading a paper, and 
| how Gafford, who was awaiting him with 


a double-barreled shotgun, had deliberately 
raised the weapon and fired with deadly 
effect, without a word of warning, point 
blank at the breast of the victim, who was 
wholly unconscious of his danger. She 
could not be shaken by the most rigid cross 
examination, and her testimony created a 
profound sensation in the crowded court. 
A further damaging fact was brought 


that she had heard 
that Neil Gafford had threatened to kill 
her if she appeared against his brother. 


| She denied most emphatically that she had 


stated in the presence of witnesses that she 
had not seen the first shot fired. Stallings 
insisted on the legal test in these questions 
by the cefense and the court sustained him. 
The only exception so far obtained by the 
defense is on the court's ruling of admis-

The finance committee, city council, the 
aldermanic board, and firally the mayor 
will have to be consulted before the money 
is appropriated. It is extremely doubtful 
if the bill ever runs this gantlet without 
being considerably cut, it is said,

Kentuckian Replies to the Resolution 
Adopted by His State Legislature. 

Washington, February 4.—Speaking to 4 
question of pergonal privilege in the senate 
today Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, comment- 
ed sharply upon the motives of the auther 
end prometers of ‘the resolution recently 
passed by the legisiature of Ke ntucky de- 
manding his resignation as senator. 

Mr. Lindsey, after defining his position 
upon the financial question, made It clear 
that he was the representative of the whole 
people of Kentucky and not in any sense 
the agent of the Kentucky legislature. 
Above all he was, he said, a senator for 
the whole American people and as such 
would perform his duties and cast his vote 
in accordance with his convictions and 
with the dictates of his conscience. 

Mr. Lindsay had the clerk read the res- 


‘olution adopted by the Kentucky legisla- 


ture and then stated. that he desired to 
urge ‘his protest against “this usurpation 
of ungranted power.” Said he: 

“The substance of the complaint is tiat 
I am opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and 
that I opposed the ele@tion of the nominees 
of the late Chicago convention, and by so 
doing, betrayed the trust reposed in me by 
my constituency. I shall not discuss the 
presidential campaign of 1896. It is not nec- 
essary to do so to meet the charges that 
I betrayed the trust of my constituents by 
opposing the election of the Chicago nomi- 
nees. My constituency is made up of the 


people of Kentucky, and that people voted : 


agamst those nominees, and tweive out of 
thirteen of the electoral votes of Rentucky 
were registered against them.” 

The senator then referred to ‘his election 
to fill an uwmexpired term and of his vote 
during that time on ‘the Sherman law and 
the Bland-Allison biil. He Geciared his po- 
sition on the iver question was known 
when he was re-elected to succeed himself 
and that he had never changed. He then 
declared that be was right and the demo- 
crats of his state were wrong.

MdMillin’s re- 
turn to the house complicates things so far 
as these gentlemen are concerned.

leadership at the extra session. Bailey’s 
victory rankled in his heart.

Three Aspirants for Leacership. 

McRae and DeArmond were with him in 
that revolt. hey, ‘too, are old members, 
and to see a youngSter like Bailey prefer- 
red to one of the old crowd was not pleas- 
ant. Then they were attached to McMillin 
through tties of long friendship. 

With Richardson it was somewhat differ- 
ent. He took no active part in these squab- 
bles.

Richardson and 
MdMillin have no iove for one another. 
Richardson disliked McMillin for overshad- 
owing him in the Tennessee delegation, for 
this forced Richardson to go out of the 
speakership race when he believed himself 
stronger than his colleague.

Tennessee Legislators Draw Their Pay 
and Many Go Home. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 4.—(Special.)— 
The extra session of the general assembly 
will adjoyrn tomorrow because under the 
constitution it is the last day for which 
members can draw per diem. Quiet a num- 
ber of members have already drawn all 
that is coming to them, and left on to- 
night’s train for home. 

In event, as now seems ‘probable, there 
is no quorum in the house tomorrow, the 
appropr.ation bill will fail. as all efforts 
failed to retain a quorum in the house 
until that measure could be acted on this 
afternoon. The members have their pay, 
however, and the officers, clerks and porters 
would be the only ones to. be incon- 
venienced.

The senate concurred in the house reso- 
lution favoring the election by the people 
of federal judges for terms of not over 
eight years with a limitation of their 
power to interfere in the assessment and 
collection of state taxes.

WHITE CONCLUDES HIS SPEECH 


Californian Strongly Opposes the An- 
nexation of Hawaii. 


HE SPOKE FOR THREE DAYS 


Senator Declares That the Islands Will 
Require United States To Keep 
Large Navy. 


Washington, February 4.—Senator White 
concluded his three days’ speech in opposi- 
tion to the annexation cf Hawali in the 
executive session of the senate today. 

In the course of his address he made 
some additional points against the availa- 
bility of Hawaij fcr defensive purposes, 
saying that it is 500 miles from the out-. 
side islands of the group to other islands. 
This fact, he said, demonstrated that nu- 
mercus po nts must. be guarded from hces- 
tile assauit and that a powerful navy 
weuld be required to accomplish this: that 
this immense expenditure wiil be without 
benefit: to our defenses on the continent. 
He deslared that as soon as Hawaii v-as 
acauired it would be contended that our 
domains should be extendad to other 
islands, and we would finally =mbark upon 
the foreign acquisition business, invoiving 
an outiay of hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. 

He then took up the question of labor, 
contending that the Chinese and Japanese 
are receiving $15 per month without board. 
He riaiculed the pretensions that the An- 
gio-Saxon race could labor in Hawaiian 
Sugar fiekis and demanded to know why 
if they could there was no such white 
labor on the islands now. 

He denied that there were any valuable 
agr-cultural probabilities to justify annex- 
ation, and declared again that the entire 
power behind the throne was the sugar 
combination of Hawali itself, whose per- 
s0nal interest had, he said, always been 
consulted regardless of the effect upon 
the public. 

He criticised the action of President Dole 
in coming to Washingten at such a time, 
and he asked what would have been 
thought of the taste of the prince of 
Wales had he come here at the time that 
the treaty of arbitration was under con- 
sideration for the purpose of influencing 
our action. 

He reviewed at length the general poll- 
cies and theories of our government, de- 
clared that the question was above all poli- 
tics and that it was a step which, if taken, 
could not add to our glory or increase our 
wealth. 


STATE BANE FAILS TO OPEN. 


Crawford, Neb., Institution Fails on 
Account of Grable. 

Crawford, Neb., February 4-—The State 
Bank of Crawford did not open its doors 
this morning. 

The cashier of the institution will say 
nothing of the bank's affairs further than 
that, owing to the absence of Francis C.

Fort Scott, Kas., February 4—A mur- 
derer under sentence to be hanged who 
had escaped to a point one hundred miles 
from his nearest pursuer, voluntarily sur- 
rendered to the authorities here today, 
after not fying them of his intention by 
long distance telephone. 

The conyjct was George W. Finch, of 
Kansas City, who followed young Frank 
Swifford here from Paola, Kas., and mur- 
dered him for a few doilars, hiding the 
body in the bushes. 

Today Finch called up Sheriff Wheeler 
by telephone from Lamont, Mo., and said 
he would be here on the evening train to 
help mend the prison bars that he bad 
broken. 

F.nch escaped from the combined fed- 
eral and state prison here on Tuesday 
last in company with seven other pris- 
oners. He says he rode from here to 
Kansas City on a freight train; that he 
lodged near police headquarters tnere on 
Tuesday night, and that the next day he 
went to visit his mother and sister on a 
farm near Lamont. 

From the day of his arrest they had not 
vis:ted him, and he said his one umbition 
was to see them again. After staying 
over night with them he went to Lamont 
and asked a constable to accompany him 
back to prison. It was then that he called 
up Sheriff Wheeler and gave notice of his 
coming. Sheriff Wheeler thought Finch 
was bantering and wired the officer at 
Lamont to hold hm. However, when the 
Memphis train came in tonight from La- 
mont the sheriff and three hundred citi- 
zens were there to receive the convict. 
While they were waiting the murderer 
arrived on another railroad, and smoking 
a egar he waiked with his escort, the 
Lamont constable, leisurely up the street 
to the prison door. 


OREGON MURDERER HANGED. 


Crime Was Committed Four Years Ago 
and Innocent Man Accused. 
Hillsboro, Ore., February 4.—Gus Wach- 
tin, murderer of John Lederock, was hang- 

ed here at noon today. 

About (March 19, 18%, Wachtin murdered 
John Lederock, a rancher of Washington 
county. Wachtin, although only twenty- 
four years old, served a ‘term in the Oregon 
penitentiary for larceny of a cow from 
Lederock prior to 1894. He had just been 
released from the penitentiary and went 
to Lederock’s farm, and taking a club Deat 
his brains out. 

After burying the body in the barnyard, 
he ttook what moné@y Lederock had and 
drove to Portland and sold the horses. 

Wachtin disappeared and for two years 
no trace of him wWas discovered. In the 
meantime Robert Buck, a rancher, was ar- 
rested and charged with the murder, but 
he was discharged at the preliminary ex- 
amination. In September last Wachtin, who 
was suspected of being the murderer, was 
arrested in Morrow county, brought here 
and found guilty. 

It was Known that Lederock and Robert 
Buck had not been on good _ terms and 
Wachtin endeavored to fix the crime on 
Buck. 


MRS. ORR’S DEALH AVENGED. 


James Allison Is Hanged for Kiliing 
Woman for Whom He Worked. 

Berlin, Ont., February 4—James Allison 
was hanged here today for the murder of 
Mrs. Anthony Orr, near Galton, August 9th. 
Allison’s neck was broken by the fall and 
he died instantly. 

Allison, who was a dull witted lad of 
eighteen years, employed on Mrs. Orr’s 
farm, confessed to having killed Mrs. Orr 
with an ax while attending to his morning 
chores, and hiding 'the body temporarily in 
@ corn patch until he should have an op- 
portunity to carry it to a neighboring 
swamp. 

The motive for the murder advanced at 
the trial was that of revenge for Mrs. 
Orr’s refusal of his improper attentions, 
but this AMison in his confession stoutly 
contradicted. 


WOMAN AND CHILD BURNED. 


Mother and Daughter Die Within Few 
Hours of Each Other. 

Richmond, Va, February 4.—In King 
George county Wednesday Mrs. Thaddeus 
Sorrell and a young daughter of hers were 
eo severely burned that they died within a 
few hours of each other. 

Mr. Sorrell was away hunting and his 
wife having some domestic duties to per- 
form, left the little girl alone in the kitch- 
en. She had been absent but a short while 
when she heard screams and on entering 
the room found ‘the child’s clothing ablaze. 

She immediately began 'to extinguish the 
flames, but in doing so was horribly burned 
herself. The child died a few ‘hours later. 
The next morning death also relieved Mra. 
Sorrell of her sufferings. 


SEVEN MEN KILLEDIN COLLISION 


Two Trains on Glasgow and South- 
western Railway Run Together. 

Glasgow, February 4.—A mall train and 
freight were in collision today on the Gids- 
gow and Southwestern raflway, near Troon. 

The driver and fireman of the freight 
train and five workmen who were on board 
the mail train were killed. 

In addition four persons were injured, 
some of them fatally.

Thousand People Leave Tacoma for 
Alaskan Gold Fields. 
Tacoma, Wash., February 4.—The steam- 
er Queen sailed from Tacoma tonight for 
Skaguay and Dyea. She carried northward 
1,000 passengers, 1,300 tons of freight, 20 
dogs, thirty horses and a scare of car- 
casses of dressed cattle, hogs and sheep.

Mr. Fleming, democrat, of Georgia, asked 
unanimous consent to set aside next Mon- 
day for the consideration of the bill re 
ported by the Pacific railroad committee 
to grant additional powers to the president 
in the matter of the sale of the Kansas Pa- 
cific road. The sale was to take place 
February 17th, he said, and it was impor- 
tant if anything was to be done that it 
should be done at once. 

Fleming Meets Opposition. 

Mr. Powers, republican, of Vermont, 
chairman of the Pacific railroad committee, 
said the consideration of the bill would be 
a waste of time asit had already been dem- 
onstrated that the senate would not pas3 
a similar measure. 

“You are chairman of the committee that 
reported the biil,” said Mr. Fieming. “Is 
it not meritorious enough to receive con- 
sideration ?’’ ° 

“The bill is harmless,’”’ replied Mr. Pow- 
ers. “‘The president already has sufficient 
power.”’ 

“But he distinctly asked for additional 
power in his message,” retorted Mr. Flem- 
ing. 

Mr. Shattuck, republican, of Obio, object- 
ed to Mr. Fieming’s request. 

A conflict occurred between the appro- 
prjations committee and the committee on 
claims.

Mr. Fleming, democrat, of Georgia, dur- 
ing the consideration of one of the pension 
bills, again took advantage of the latitude 
allowed for debate to discuss the question 
of protecting the government’s interest at 
the approaching sale of the Kansas Pacific 
road. The claim of the government,’ he 
said, was over $13,000,000 and while it was 
claimed that the road could be paralleled 
for $3,000,000, he said that the engineer 
built the road, Senator Harris, of Kansas, 
estimated its value at from $25,000,000 to 
$30,000,000. The average earnings of the 
road for the past ten years, $1,255,675, were 
4 per cent interest on $30,000,000, 

Mr. Fleming said Senator Harris, by the 
facts he had furnished the government, 
had saved the treasury $27,000,000 on the sale 
of the Union Pacific. 

“The press of the country built a fire 
under the administration,” said he, “and 
foreed it to act.’’ 

Mr. Fleming said he had appealed to the 
&peaker and to Mr. Powers, chairman of 
the Pacific road committee, to aid the con- 
sideration of the measure reported by the 
committee. 

“They were both courteous,” said Mr. 
Fleming, “but I failed to get the speaker 
to use his influence with Mr. Powers or Mr. 
Powers to use his influence with the speak- 
er. On yesterday I tried to get recogni- 
tion from the speaker. I caught his nat- 
ural eye. but I failed to catch his official 
eye. Today, when I did get recognition, it 
availed nothing, because the chairman of 
the committee, Mr. Powers, said he would 
object.”’ 

Georgian’ Places the Blame. 


Continuing, Mr. Fleming sai@ he did not 
think it commensurate with the dignity of 
the house to wave aside indifferently the 
millions involved. If the sale took place 
and the government only bid the principal 
of the debt the responsibility would be on 
the majority. The only hope that remained, 
he said, in conclusion, lay in the press. It 
could force the administration as it did in 
the case of the Union Pacific. 

Mr. Powers, republican, of Vermont, 
chairman of the Pacific milroad committee, 
denied that he had stated earlier in the day 
that the administration desired no further 
legislation. He alleged that the whole pur- 
pose of those who were opposing the sale 
was the government ownership and opera- 
tion of railroads. 

Mr. Bailey, democrat, of Texas, objected 
to Mr. Powers’s statement of the position 
of the der-ocrats. He said it was not a 
question of sacrificing the government’s 
debt or government ownership and opera- 
tion of railroads. 

“On this side,”’ said he, “‘we believe the 
government can collect the debt, and as a 
prudent creditor that it should collect every 
dollar of it.*"’ 

Continuing, Mr. Powers said he did not 
believe the administration should re- 
quired to bid the full amount of the Tebt, 
principal and interest. The efficers of the 
government had full knowledge, and he 
ves willing to trust the men who had ob- 
tained every dollar cue from the Union 
Pacific.

COLLEGE POLITICS DID THE WORK 


Cliques Among the Stucents Carried 
Frejudice Too Far and Athletics 
Will Suffer. 


Athens, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Charles H. Herty, physical director in the 
university and a leading «member of the 
university athletic council. has tendered 
his resignation to the prudential committee 
of the board of trustees and has withdrawn 
from the athletic council. 

A number of the leading athletes say that 
athletics at the university have been killed 
as dead as a door nail, and others are 
outraged at the turn affairs have taken. 

All this results from the: election of a 
captain for the university football team, 
which was held a few days since. 

At that election Mr. James S. Dougherty, 
of Atlanta. was chosen captain by a close 
vote over his opponent, Mr. A. C. Jones. 

The opposition carried up an appeal to the 
athletic council and that body appointed a 
committee to investigate it. The commit- 
tee was composed of Judge Howell Cobb, 
a trustee of the university; Professor A. 
H.-Patterson, a professor in the university, 
and Mr. John W. Welch, a citizen of 
Athens. 

In the vote on this question the members 
of the council divided on fraternity lines, 
the Sigma Alpha Epsilon and Kappa Al- 
pha boys voting to reverse the report of 
the committee, and the Chi Phi and Phi 
Delta Theta boys voting to sustain it. 

The opinion of one side is that the ac- 
tion of the committee was a palpable wrong 
and that-it will go far toWard breaking 
up athletics at the university. 

The other side says they were standing 
only on their rights, and that at the proper 
time will give their views to the public. 

It is rumored that this side has some 
facts to present that they would not carry 
before the committee because it had on 
it a trustee and a professor. 

The resignation of Dr. Herty cannot fail 
to have on impcrtant bearing on athletics 
at the university. He has for a number of 
years been physical director here and has 
given a great deal of time and attention to 
the ‘work. He is also secretary of the 
Southern Inter-Collegiate Athietic Associ- 
ation. 

Dr. Herty took this step only after ma- 
ture deliberation, and is satisfied that col- 
lege athletics at the university cannot be 
successfully managed unless college politics 
is eliminated. 

Dr. Herty, when seen in regard to his 
resignation, said: 

“The one reason why I sent in my resig- 
nation as physica! director is that college 
po.it.cs seems to have absolute control of 
all questions of athiet:ec policy in the uni- 
versity. 

“College politics and athletics are abso- 
lutely incompatible. The sole question in 
athletics should be -:merit. I have Leen 
watching with much anxiety for some tme 
the fast-‘inroads politics was making into 
all our athletic administrations rend had 
hoped that our sad experience in the past, 
together wth the common sense of the 
student Noody, wouid serve to bring out 
a sentiméyt higher than that merely 
pitched on the plane of politics. 

“So tong as I heid this hope [ used 
every eftort for the legitimate upbuilding 
of athletics at the university. ‘h's hope 
is now gone, at least in so far as our 
present conditions are concerned. I am 
fully convinced that the spirit whicn 
prompts the large majority of all athletic 
aetion in the university is not a university 
spirit, but is simply a spirit that seeks 
the advantage of one or the other clique 
or faction in the student body. 

“Under such conditions I feel that any 
efforts on my part in the future would be 
of little avail and, indeed, I do not feel 
disposed to .make further efforts when 
such petty feelings are allowed to overrule 
that loyal college spirit which in the past 
has brought the university so rapidly to 
the front in athletics. 

“The action of the athletic council in 
overruling the report of its committee as 
to tne election of a captain for the foot- 
ball team in itself is not the cause of 
my sending in my resignation. It is 
merely the culmination of a _ series of 
events that have demonstrated to my 
mind that under existing circumstances 
merit is made subservient to cliques and 
factions in university athletics.”’

WRITES A NOTE TO HIS FRIENDS 
Says It Was Not the Act of a Coward, 


but Claims To Huve Been 
Justified. 


Gavannah, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)— 
After making one or two unsuccessful at- 
tempts to take h‘'s own life Mr. E. L. Pat- 
ton, Jr., a young man well known in this 
city, committed suicide last night at his 
room. 20 Harris street, West. He ied 
shortly before 2 o’clock this morning from 
the effects of a large dose of laudanum 
taken with suicidal intent. 

Mr. Patton was employed as a stenogra- 


pher in the wholesale grocery house of | 


George W. Tiedman & Bro. He had not 
been at work during the past few days, 
owing to ill health. Yesterday he remain- 
ed in his room nearly ‘all day and last 
night was alone for several hours. 

When his roommate, Mr. Hancock, went 
into the room about midnight he found 
Mr. Patton had fallen from his chair and 
was lying on the foor. His condition 
alarmed Mr. Hancock and he called others 
in the house into the room. He feared Mr. 
Patton’s condition was critical and devel- 
opments soon bore out that belief. 

The act was evidently premeditated. 
Ample evidence to bear out this theory 
was discovered; in a bureau drawer was 
found a two-ounce laudanum bottle. It 
was about one-fourth full of the drug which 
had put an end to Mr. Patton's life. The 
young man before taking the poison had 
carefully erased the label from the bottle 
and it was impossible to decipher the name 
of the druggist who had sold him the 
drug. He left a note to friends, giving 
directions relative to several personal af- 
fairs. It began with the statement that he 
had determined to end his life. He gave 
the name of six of his best friends whom 
he wished to act as pallbearers and asked 
that he be buried in Bonaventure and that 
his grave be placed as near that of his old 
chum, Mr. Wirt Dupont, as possible. 

One of the most pathetic passages in the 
note was that asking, that the old minstrel 
quartet of the Savannah Volunteer Guards’ 
battalion s'ng at his grave at the time of 
h's interment. The note defended in a 
measure the action the young man was 
taking. He said suicide is not the resor* 
of a coward, but that in this instance he 
was justified in taking the course he did. 

Mr. Patton hed taken the drug which 
caused his death before he began writing 
and he closed after stating that he was 
fast passing away and was too weak to 
write more.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con. Ga., February 4.—Mayor Price, who 
‘s acting recorder during the sickness of 
Recorder Freeman, had several interesting 
cases before him this morning. 

Fr. E. Babbitt, a white man, was ar- 
raigned on the charge of forgery. He was 
represented by Attorney John R. Cooper. 
A few days ago Babbitt tried to buy eight 
head of fine mules from Hicks & Co., un- 
der the representation that he was the 
agent of P. T. Dower, superintendent of 
the Enterprise Lumber Company, at 
Worth, Ga. Babbitt exhibited letters to 
Hicks & Co. purporting to have been writ- 
ten and signed by Mr. Dower, authorizing 
Babbitt to buy the mules. He also got 
several dollars from Mr. James R. Hicks 
on the faith of his representations. When 
Babbitt’s true character was ascertained 
by Hicks & Co. and he was arrested and 
searched at the police barracks a cueeK 
and telegram purporting to have been 
signed by Mr. Dower were found in Bab- 
bitt’s possession, as well as other bogus 
papers. Babbitt had tried to get the spu- 
rious check cashed by several parties, but 
failed. Mr. Dower testified that the said 
letters, check, ete., were forgeries and that 
he had not authorized him to buy mules. 
The recorder committed Babb'tt to the 
superior court in a bond of $300, which he 
has not been able to give, and he jis now 
in jail. Among Babbitt’s effects are nu- 
merous letters showing that he has been 
trying to get goods from various parties 
on credit. Also, among his effects is a 
bundle of letters tied with cord and sealed 
and he has written on the package the re- 
quest that the letters be buried with bim 
whenever he dies. 

Trial of the Macks. 

Mayor Price also tried the cases docketed 
against Policeman Sol Mack and Mr. Ed- 
ward Kahn for fighting and against Mrs. 
Sol Mack for «lisorderly conduct, the par- 
ticulars of which trouble were detailed in 
The Constitution today. The evidence be- 
fore the recorder was practically the same 
as related in The Constitution. Policeman 
-and Mrs. Mack were represented by At- 
torney Will] Brocken. Mr. Kahn had no 
lawyer. The recorder fined Policeman and 
Mrs. Mack $ each and dism’'ssed the case 
against Kahn. Mrs. Mack will now have 
to answer to a higher court to two war- 
rants. sworn against her by Mr. Kahn, 
one for assault with intent to murder and 
the other for carrying concealed weapons.

AUGUSTA NEGRO SHOT DOWN 


White Man Picks a Quarrel and Uses 
His Gun on Negro. 


BARROOM TRAGEDY LAST NiGHT 


Inoffensive Negro the Victim of a 
White Man’s Frenzy and Is 
Shot four Times, 


’ 


Augusta, Ga., February 4—(Special.)— 
There was a ki'ling in a barroom in Augua- 
ta tonight. ‘The barroom is run by E. Y. 
Morris, on upper Broad street, and Hke 
many others in the city, admits both whites 
and negro customers. 

Tonight s®veral men were in the bar and 
three white men Were standing near the 
stove. Ben Mobley wae one of them and 
he was standing with his back to the fire, 
when a negro named Henry Freeman walk- 
ed between him and the stova Mobley 
spcke sharply to the negro about crowding 
in between him and the stove, and accord- 
ing to the bystanders Freeman promptly 
withdrew and said he had not intended to 
get between Mobley and the fire. He walk- 
ed back to the bar counter and left the 
white men at the stove. It is stated that 
Mobley continued to fuss about the negro 
pushing against him and after a little while 
walked behind the bar, seized a pistol that 
was there and began firing on Freeman at 
close range across the counter. The ne- 
gro, after being shot, pulled a pistol him- 
self, but sank to the floor helpless as he 
fired the first shot aimlessly into the ceil- 
ing. Mobley fired four shots and the negro 
was hilled. Mobley was jailed. The only 
difference between Mobley’s statement and 
that of the negro bystanders is that when 
he spoke to Freeman about coming between 
him and the stove he said, insolently: “If 
you don’t like it, Tl) fix you when you 
come out of here.” 

The white men who were with Mobley at 
the stove ran out as soon as the shooting 
began. and their statements have not been 
secured, but the negroes who Were present 
say they heard no such speech from Free- 
man, but on the contrary he disclaimed any 
intention to offend and promptly left the 
stove and went back to the bar when Mob- 
spoke to him. 

Mobley is a carpenter and a single man. 
The dead negro was a driver of a delivery 
wagon for a store, and leaves a family.

They have begun early, in the hope that 
such tactics will enable tnem to hold 
their voters together. 
pear to believe that to hold their state 
convention three months earlicr than 
usual will have a tendency to put an 
end to the noticeable drift toward .the 
democratic party that is taking place 
among those sincere and patriotic vcters 
who left the party on account 9f Cleve- 
‘Jandism. 

Since the party has repudiated this 
sort of thing, and declared for genuine 
democratic principles, there has been a 
‘general and genuine desire among thcse 
who left its ranks to return to their old 
allegiance and resume their places in 
the ofganization. This tendency was 
‘accelerated by the indorsement of the 
democratic candidate for president in 
1896, and nothing has occurred to give 
it pause. 

Some of the populist leaders, fearing 
‘that their occupation would soon be 
gone, undertook to make party organiza- 
tion more important than principle. 
“They called themselves ‘‘middle-of-the 
'road” men. Results have not justified 
their patriotism. In Ohio, it is notori- 
ous that the “middle-of-the-road’’ popu- 
lists, led by Coxey, put out a candidate 
iat the instigation of Hanna, and con- 
tributed all they could to make Hanna’s 
election certain. In Georgia, it is equal- 
ly well known that some of them en- 
tered into deals with Buck. 

Now, we know nothing of the popu- 
lists of Ohio; but we know that the 
great majority of populists in Georgia 
@re sincere and patriotic in opposing 
every phase of republicanism. They are 
.;not office-sekers, and for that reason 
‘they are not opposed to democratic sue- 
cess when that success invoives the pro- 
motion of genuine democratic princi- 
iples. In neither state nor national af- 
fairs are they willing to throw any ob- 
stacle in the way of democratic doc- 
trine, provided only that the doctrine be 
genuine, | 

In view of this fact, and in view of 
the further fact that those who have 

been instrumental in calling the populist 
convention three months in advance of 
the usual time "belong to the irrecon- 
cilable wing, it is the duty of the demo- 
¢crats to arrailge the preliminaries and 
get ready for the campaign as early as 
practicable. The irreconcilables among 
the populists have nothing to stand on 
‘in opposition to genuine democratic 
principles; and as representative of 
these principles, the democrats propose 
to put out a candidate who has won 
and kept the confidence of the common 
people, and whom every honest voter in 
the state can find a suitable and a sub- 
stantial reason for supporting. 

There is no reason to donbt that thou- 
sands of populists will return to the fold 
during the campaign preparatory to 
making their influence felt in opposi- 
tion to republicanism and in behalf of 
honest government in the great cam- 
paign of 1900, when the stability of gov- 
ernment by the people and for the peo- 
ple will be put to a severe test. 

The campaign in Georgia will be en- 
thusiastic, and the democrats confident- 
ly expect to roll up a majority of 100,- 
000—in this way, sending a greetinty to 
democrats throughout the republic.

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Injured Innocence. 

The air of injured innocence assumed 
by our evening contemporary, The Even- 
ing Journal, ag tie result of an edi- 
torial expression of yesterday’s Con- 
stitution, is decidedly amusing.

Prominent Georgia democrats, 
men who had spent their life in the 
democratic party, were abused, villified 
and assaulted; and our eontemporary at 
that time was sounding daily tom-toms 
to the effect that none but its sort of a 
democrat should ‘be “placed on guard,” 
and that it was absolutely presumptious 
for a despised “Randall d¢mocrat’’— 
those who believed in a tariff for rev- 
enue only, with incidental protection as 
a secondary consideration—to aspire to 
rearesent the party in a national con- 
vention or to expect a front seat in par- 
ty councils, There was bigotry for you! 
There was intolerance run wild! 

Those days are sufficiently near at 
hand to lend a hollow ring of insin- 
cerity to the appeals now being issued 
from day to day from the very source 
that, only a few years ago, was giving 
daily utterance to the demand that those 
who composed the minority had no feel- 
ing which the majority should be called 
upon to respect. It was-not then a 
matter of sentiment; it was “down with 
the representatives of the’ money pow- 
er!”

With such figures as these staring us 

in the face it is evident that individual 

honesty in the United ‘States is not what 

it should be, and that measures of radi- 
cal reform are needed somewhere. 
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American Exports to South Africa. 

Great Britain seems to be very much 
concerned over the growing trade of the 
United States in south Africa, and not 
without good reason. 

Within the last few years the commer- 
cial establishments of Cape Colony have 
made large purchases of mininsz and 
agricultural machinery in the United 
States; but this is due to the recog- 
nized superiority of our ‘American prod- 
ucts, and surely’ Great Britain ought 
not to be offehded with her south Afri- 
can subjects for trading in this market 
when it is so clearly to their interests 
to do so. If she could duplicate the 
products manufactured in the United 
States she would have the right to in- 
sist upon her subjects trading in the 
home market, but this she cannot do; 
and no one knows it better than Great 
Britain herself. 

To give some idea of our trade rela- 
tions with south Africa, the various 
shipments made to Cape Colony during 
the year 1895 aggregated in value some- 
thing over $5,000,000. In 1896 the val- 
ue of our shipments to this same des- 
tination mounted up to $11,000,000, and 
in 1897 to $14,000,000. There were in- 


cluded in these shipments, besides min- 


ing and agricultural implements, also 
clocks, watches, bicycles, typewriting 
machines, scientific instruments, car- 
riakses, railroad cars, electrical supplies 
and other products of industrial estab- 
lishments. 

While Great Britain has cause to be 
concerned over the increasing purchases 
which her south \African subjects are 
making in this market there is no oc- 
casion for her to lecture them on their 
lack of loyalty to home establishments 
so long as she is unable to duplicate 
American products or to cope with the 
United States on certain industrial lines. 
What Great Britain needs to recover 
the trade of her south African subjects, 
which is gradually slipping away from 
her, igs the ability to cope successfully 
with American competition. 


A Coincidence and a Contrast. 

Simultaneously Doth France and the 
United States are gravely considering 
the advisability of creating cabinet port- 
folios in the special interest of com- 
merce, 

But the reasons impelling the two gov- 
ernments to recognize the demands of 
commerce are wholly different. In 
France there has been much uneasiness 
for some time in the public mind over 
the gradual falling off in foreign exports. 
Germany, Great Britain and the United 
States have almost completely destroyed 
the once magnificent foreign trade of 
France, and the idea of creating a com- 
mercial bureau at this time with cab- 
inet representation is to encourage com- 
mercial activity on the . part of the 
French people and to coax back some of 
the trade which the republic has lost. 

On the other hand, the causes operat- 
ing in favor of the creation of a bu- 
reau Of commerce in the United States 
spring trom the growing magnitude and 
importance of our foreign trade rela- 
tions.

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Why Not Make Spain Pay Up? 

The New York Mail and Express ob- 
serves that while our traditional policy 
is not to worry a nation in financial 
distress, it is high time for the United 
States government to demand of Spain 
immediate indemnity for outrages per- 
petrated upon American citizens in 
Cuba. 

Of course it is high time that the 
rights and interests of iAmerican citi- 
zens were being treated with some de- 
gree of consideration on the part of the 
United States government. If sturdy 
old Andrew Jackson, or some other dem- 
ocrat of the same:rugged iAmerican type 
occupied the presidential chair, such in- 
dignities as Spain has recently heaped 
upon us would never have passed this 
long unrebuked. What defense of its 
lame and hesitating policy can the pres- 
ent administration make to the people 


of this country when, in spite of the) 


solemn declarations of the last republi- 
can platform, it has treated with ap 
parent unconcern not only the rights 
and interests of American citizens in 
Cuba, but also the pleading cries of out- 
raged and appressed humanity on the 
island. Little does it comport with the 
dramatic solititude for the honor of the 
American flag, which the present ad- 
ministration professes to feel on the 
seore of the currency problem for Spain 
to be allowed to trample upon that flag 
with impunity. 

What the policy of our government 
needs at this time is more of the stur- 
diness which characterized it some fifty 
or sixty years ago. In other words, 
it needs more Americanism, There is 
too much fear of hurting the feelings of 
some foreign power and not enough of 
the assertiveness which properly be- 
longs to powerful and wide-awake gov- 
ernments. . When this one thing need- 
ful in our foreign policy is put into ef- 
fect there will be no difficulty in com- 
manding the respect of foreign powers, 
while maintaining with them at the same 
time peaceful and friendly relations. 
Our claims against Spain for outrages 
committed upon :American citizens from 
time to time now amount far up into the 
higher numerals, and since she professes 
to have successfully established autono- 
my in Cuba, there is no reason why our 
government should not take advantage 
of this opportunity and proceed at once 
to prosecute its.claims against Spain 
with vigor. 5

of the state. These publications are said to 
be equaled by few and surpassed by none 
in the southern states. Besides these the 
department has issued a pamphiet entitled,

and Investors,’ and also a large volume,

LARGE FLAG FLOATS TO BREEZE | 


Magnificent United States Flag Placed 
on the English-American Loan 
and Trust Co. Building. 

A large United States flag, thirty by fif- 
teen feet, was raised on the English-Ameri- 
can Loan and Trust Company building yes- 
terday morning and attracted considerable 
attention as it fluttered to the breeze from 

its dizzy height. 

This flag and the torn and tattered one 
which floats from the pole on the United 
States building are the only two United 
States flags to be seen in the city. 

The flag pole on the English-Amefican 
Loan and Trust Company building is fifty 
feet high and placed on the top of this 
twelve story structure is the highest point 
on the city.

BILL OF INTERPLEADER FILED.

It may be authoritatively announced that 
Judge Turner w'‘ll go before the people 
as a candidate for election as prison com- 
missioner and, of course. there is no 
doubt that he will be returned witrout 
opposition. His personal tastes are judi- 
Cal rather than executive, but, he has a 
pride in the establishment of ‘he new 
convict system, the plan of which he ar- 
ranged himself many months ago, and he 
will remain on the board until che new 
machinery is in perfect working oréer. 
This determination on his part as>ures the 
autonomy of the commission as appointed 
by Governor Atkinson, and from now on 
Messrs. Turner, Evans and Beach may be 
considered as permanent custodians of the 
state’s convicts. 

It is the responsibility of considering and 
passing upon applications for executive 
clemency which most bothers the prison 
commissioners, and they were inclined to 
be indignant yesterday at a newspaper 
publication which asserted that -hey tad 
recommended a reduction in the scntence 
of Tom Allen, the famous Macon outlaw. 
from hang'ng to imprisonment for iife. It 
has been no secret about the capitol for 
the past few weeks that the comm ssioners 
were inclined to take a ‘favorable view 
of Alien’s case, but there was no other 
warrant for the publication than this, so 
far as any of the commissioners would 
admit yesterday. On the contrary, each 
one expressed strong opinions as to rhe 
impropr-_ety of giving out information in 
advance of their official] action and each 
one took occasion to say in the most posi- 
tive terms that they had not been guilty, 
of talking too much on the outs de. 

The first pardon granted under the new 
law was that of young Edward C. Craw- 
ford and the language of this action is, 
therefore, of much interest. The reasons 
for the pardon were set forth by General 
Evans in the following langage: 

“The applicant was convicted in Fulton 
county of the offense of larceny “rom the 
house and sentenced to serve three months 
in the county jail and pay a fine of $150, 
and in default of payment to serve six 
months in the changang. The prison com- 
mission recommends that his sentence be 
commuted to a term of three months in 
jai! for the following reasons: 

“1, When the crime was committed Craw- 
ford was but seventeen years of age, and 
before and since has borne a good char- 
acter. He is now twenty-one years of age, 
four years having elapsed between the 
comm ssion of the crime and his tr'ai, dur- 
ing which time he has lived in Atlanta. 

“2. He has, in the opinion of the board, 
been sufficiently punished for the crime, 
having served his sentence of three mcnths 
in jal, his term expiring today, and hav- 
ing been confined in jail previous to his 
conviction six months, making the aciual 
term in jail nine months. 

“3. His parents are worthy honest people, 
who stand well ‘n the community, but are 
very poor. If this fine is paid, it will have 
to be raised by them at a considerable sac- 
rifice, and the pun’shment will fall upon 
them and not upon the son. 

“4. The person who lost the goods by the 
crime recommends his pardon, as also 4o 
many of the best citizens of Atlanta. 
Therefore, it is ordered 

“That the sentence of the said Fdward 
C. Crawford be and it is hereby commuted 
to three months in jail, and that at the 
end of that time he be discharged.”

ROADS COULD NOT AFFORD TO DO IT 


Atlanta Wholesalers Take Advantage 
of Low Rates Wherever They 
Find Them. 


—— 


ITIZENS of Chattanooga are ivery 
' much elated over the decision ren- 

dered on Tuesday by Judge Severens 
in what is known 
freight rite case. 

This case grew out of the complaint made 
by the Chattanoogh chamber of commerce 
about six years ago to the interstate ccm- 
merce commission, charging that the rail- 
roads were discriminating against Chatta- 
nooga in favor of Nashville. The railroads 
, admitted that they were charging more for 

hauling freight from New York and other 
_ Cities to Chattanooga than they were to 

Nashville. About two-fifths of the 
freight ‘from the east for Nash- 
ville ig carried through Chattanoo- 
ga. The rate from New York to Nash- 
ville on first-class freight is 91 cents per 
hundred pounds, while the rate to Chat- 
tanooga, 151 miles nearer New York, is $1.14 
per hundred pounds. 

It was charged by the merchants and 
manufacturers in Chattanooga that this 
difference in the rate was a discrimina- 
‘tion against them, and they applied to the 
interstate commerce wommission to tore 
irect it. 

__ The commission, after an investigation, 
decided in favor of Chattanooga, and or- 
dered the .railroads entering there from 
}the east to discontinue charging any high- 
er rate to that city than they charged on 
__ifreight going through there to Nashville. 

The defendant roads applied to the fed- 
eral courts and Judge Sev¢rens, of Mich- 
igan, who presided at the hearing, decided 
against the companies, 

In some respects thig case is similar to 
the Griffin case, decided a few weeks ago 
by Judge Speer. In this latter case mer- 
chants of Griffin complained that the rail- 
roads were charging more for hauling 
freight from the west to their city than 
they charged on the same classes of freight 
going to Macon. This they claimed was 
the violation of the long.and short haul 
clause of the interestate commerce act. 

Judge Speer, in deciding the Griffin case, 
held that the roads were justified in mak- 
ing a greater charge for the short haul 
than the long haul, on the ground that 
the circumstances and conditions existing 
at Macon and Griffin were dissimilar.. 
There were one or two points in the Chat- 
tanooga case which did not arise in the 
Griffin case that the rates were unreason- 
able, and indeed the commission held that 
the rates to iffin from the west appeared 
to be reasonable. On the other hand, the 
commission held that the rates from the 
east to Chattanooga ‘were unreasonably 
high. 

It was not charged in the Griffin case 
that there was any unjust discrimination 

egainst that city, the complaint resting 
wholly upon the alleged violation of the 
long and short haul clause. The conditions 
at Macon, which were adjudged to be dis- 
similar, consisted of sharp rail competition 
between five different rail carriers and a 
water line. At Nashville there are but 
two rail carriers, but there is also @ water 
line connecting with the Ohio :river at 
Evansville. 

While Judge Speer held that the condi- 
tions at Macon were dissimilar to those 
at Griflin, Judge Severens ruled that the 
conditions at Nashville were not so dis- 
similar ¢@ those (at Chajttanooga as .to 
warrant the making an exception to the 
edvantage of Nashville. 2 

Speaking of the decision in the Chatta- 
nooga case, a railroad official said yes- 
et go not see how this decision is going 
to benefit Chattanooga, even if it is finally 
affirmed by the United States supreme court. 
Every one of these cases must stand on 
its own merits, for it has been so decided 
by the United States supreme court. Now, 
suppose that the supreme court should hol 
that the railroads entering Nashville from 
the east must not charge any higher rate 

to Chattanooga than they charge to Nash- 
ville, what would they probably do? I 
think it likely that they would increase 
their rate to Nashville to $1.14, as was in- 
timated by Colonel! Haxter, their counsel 
in his argument. If such an advance were 
made in the rate via Chattanooga it would 
mean that the roads from the east would 
have to stop hauiing freight from New 
York or other eastern points to Nashville, 
end all the .traffic destined for that eity 
would go around by Cincinnati, Louisville 
or Evansville. 

“Nashville would continue to get_her 
first-class freight at 91 cents, while Chat- 
tanooga would still pay $1.14 per hundred 
pounds. 

“But assume for

Atlanta, Dalton, Rome 
and twenty other cities in the Atlanta- 
Chattanooga group would all have the same

“Evidently, if the Chattanooga precedent 
were closely followed, the roads would have 
‘+o reduce their rates to all points in this 
group of cities. Then Chattanooga would 
be in no better position than she is now, 
far they all have the same rates from the 
edst. 


“Why is it that Atlanta with the same 
rates from the east that Chattanooga has, 
can’ sell far beyond Chattancoga, even up 
to the gates of Memphis and Nashville? 
The answer to this is found in the fact 
that the Atlanta merchants take advant- 
age of the rates wherever they find them. 
For instance, if an Atlanta merchant sells 
a dill of goods at some point between 
Chattanooga and Nashville, ke ships his 
goods to Nashville either by Cincinnati or 

y Chattanooga and has them reshipped., 
thus getting the 91 cent rate. As a matter 
of fact, some of the largest Atlanta mer- 
chants have warehouses at Savannah, 
Brunswick and other coast cities into which 
they unload their freight from the east 
and reship into the interior according to 
‘orders. 

“By this practice they get 
the low water rates from the east. I: 
is a well-known fact that Atlanta mer- 
chants have sold in the past year all around 
Montgomery and Memphis, and cven 
crossed the Mississippi river in competi- 

: tion with New Orleans and St. Louis. At- 
eh ‘lanta manufacturers, despite their seem-

DIFFERENTIAL CASE 


The State Railroad Commission Will 
Hear the Brewer Petition. 

The complaint of W. H. Brewer and oth- 
ers in regard to the @ifferential rates on 
eertain groceries and provisions from the 
west, will be heard by the state railroad 
commission today. 

A number of the executive officers of the 
railroads doing business in the state will 
be here. Among these will be Vice Presi- 
dent W. W. Finley, of the Southern rail- 
way; Vice President J. M. Egan, of the 
Central of Georgia; Vice President William

an@ Florida; Vice President D. F. Jack, of 
the Plant. system; Vice President E. C. 
Spalding, of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern; President George C. Smith, of 
the Atlanta and West Point; Traffic Man- 
ager Joseph M. Brown, of the Western and 
Atlantic, and General Manager T. K. Scott, 
of the Georgia railroad. 

Inasmuch as the roads have announced 
that the rates complained of will be yol- 
untarily withdrawn on February 10th, the 
hearing is not considcred a.vital matter, 
but the managers think it is always best 
to be on hand when the properties of which 
they have charge are under fire. As has 
been stated previdusly in The Constitution, 
the complaint was made that the roads had 
advanced their rates of freight on grain, 
hay, flour, meat and meat products, mo- 
lasses, sugar, soap and soda in less than 
carload lots from.the east, the gulf, Mis- 
sissippi river and Qhio river points to 
points in Georgia. 

This was done at the urgent. request oft 
the wholesale dealers in and out of the 
territory, and of some of the connections of 
the Georgia lines. No change was made in 
the rates on carload shipments. The Geor- 
gia railroad commission has never made 
any distinction on these classes between 
carload and less than carload shipments. 
When the commission adopted its original 
schedule of freight rates, it took the tariff 
of the old traffic asseciation and made cer- 
tain changes in it. That association made 
no distinction between carloads and smaller 
Shipments on these classes of freight, and 
the state railroad commission took those 
rates as it found them. 

The differential case will be taken up at 
10 o'clock in the morning and if it is dis- 
posed of in time, other cases will be heard 
in the afternoon. 

When The Constitution announced that 
the roads had decided to withdraw the dif- 
ferential rates complained of, the decision 
having been reached before the Brewer pe- 
tition had been heard of, Mr. Brewer stated 
that he would fight the case to “the bitter 
end.””

A LITTLE BABE IN HIS ARMS 


Husband Tells a Piteous Story—The 
Babs Was Hungry and Cried 
for Food. 


Last night at 9:30 o’clock a man walked 
into the police barracks holding in his 
arms a little baby girl, who was crying 
piteousl¥ for something to eat. 

“My wife has deserted me and the chil- 
dren, and I don’t know what to do. ‘The 
little baby here is starving and the boys 
are at home alone.

I begged her to stay at home and look aftér 
the ehildren. but she walked off, and I 
know she will never come back again. I 
must have a plac> to put the two vounger

Willis said he married a Miss Carrie Al- 
len about eleven years ago in Gwinnett 
county. His family is as follows: HEmory,,. 
aged nine; Charles, aged seven, and May, 
aged sixteen months, 

“What is your wife angry with you 
about?” Wifiis was asked, 

“Tf don't like much to tell it,’’ he replied 
with hesitation, ‘“‘but the truth is she met 
a man whom she likes better than she does 
me. and she is willing to leave her cwn 
chiidren for that fellow. My God, it all 
seems awful to me. Only a few years ago 
she just idolized the cnildren and I thougnt 
sh- wos like all other mothers and that 
nothing would ever part her from them. 
i suacMber when our oldest !2d was a 
baby she used to kiss it and say that it 
was the sweetest baby in all the world.

OLD CITIZEN PASSES AWAY 


Mr. J. W. Perkins Died in Kirkwood 
Yesterday. 


GEORGIA’S FIRST PHOTOGRAPHER 


He Was Prominently Known Through- 
out the State and Was a Pion- 
eer Citizen.

Mr. J. W. Perkins, who was the first 
photographer to do business in the state 
of Georgia, died yesterday morning at his 
res dence in Kirkwood after a brief ill- 
ness. 

For a number of years Mr. Perkins 
had been a prominent cit'zen of Atlanta, 
and was well known throughout the state. 
He was sixty-six years of age at the time 
of his death and leaves a wife and five 
children to mourn his loss. 

On last Monday Mr. Perkins was strick- 
en with apoplexy and since that time he 
sank rap.dly. His relatives soon realized 
that the stroke was fatal and while his 


death was very sudden, it was not alto-- 


gether unexpected. 

Sixty-six years ago Mr. Perkins was 
born in Atlanta and from the time he was 
a young man to the time of h's death he 
was. actively interested in the welfare of 
the city. 

Before the war he established a photo- 
graph business on Whitehall street and 
was the first photographer to do business 
in this state. At that time Whitehall had 
@ very small number of business hé&uses 
and the photograph establishment of Mr. 
Perkins will be well remembered by the 
older citizens. 

At the outbreak of the war he went 
with his fellow citizens to the scene of 
battle and rendered good service to the 
confederacy. After the war be ‘1gain en- 
tered the photograph business.

THE THEORY OF RABBI GRIES 


Cleveland, Ohio, Rabbi Advocates 
Innovation. 


WHAT RABBI MARX OF ATLANTA SAYS 


He Does Not Believe That the Historic 
Saturday-Sabbath Will Ever 
Be Changed, 


HE SUGGESTION advanced by Rab- 
i Moses J. Gries, of Cleveland, O., 
that the Saturday-Sabbath be chang- 
ed to the first day of the week has 
brought about an interesting discuss.on 
among the recognized leaders of the Jew- 
ish faith. Saturday, the historic Jewish 
Sabbath, which hasger centuries been ab- 
served as a day of rest and religious ser- 
vice, is held too sacred by many. of the 
leaders of the faith to be abandoned for 
the civil Sunday, and before Rabbj Gries 
secures many followers in his movement 
he must necessarily bring to bear con- 
vincing. proofs that the first day of 
the week will meet with the indorsement 
and approval of several miilion Jews. 
Many and interesting are the opinions 
which have been elicited from prominent 
rabbis throughout the east and the ques- 


temples and in the Jewish papers. Rabbi 
Gries is one of the most prominent men 
of his church and his opinion is regarded 
by all Jews with great consideration. 

The question is not a new issye and 
Rabbi Gries is not the father of*the move- 
ment by any means, as there have been 
many of his church who before him have 
advocated the change; but he is the latest 
to become interested in the advanced idea 
and hg is now bringing the discussion 
prominently to the front. 

_In the east for many years a Sunday 
service has been held in the Jewish tem- 
ples for the accommodation of those who 
have not the opportunity to attend tem- 
ple services on Saturday. The special Sun- 
day service, however, has not been regard- 
ed as any effort to abandon the Saturday 
services, which have always been regu- 
larly held. 

In New York, where distances are ccn- 
siderable, services are heid every Sunday 
in the Jewish temples. These services are 
largely attended and on account of the con- 
ditions found in the great metropolis, they 
are probably the most interesting services 
of the week, 

In Boston, Philade!phia, Brooklyn, Chi- 
cago and other large cities where it is im- 
practical to attend rel.gious service on 
the busy week-day Saturday-Sabbath, 
these services have been held with great 
Success, but it had never been believed 
by many that these special services wouid 
in any way tend te’ destroy the historical 
Sabbath of the Saturday. 

What Rabbi Marx Says. 
Rabbi Dav.d Marx, of Atlanta, who is re- 


garded as one of the most brilliant of his | 


church in the south and who Has always 
taken an active interest in all matters per- 
taining to the faith, says that the sugges- 
tion of Kabbi Gries has not yet reached the 
proportions of a movement.

The only answer that 
the orthodex people cen give and the 
only one that will 'tell is trat they induce 
their own congregations to observe the 
Jewish Sabbath rigorously, beginning on 
Friday afternoon and ending on Saturday 
at nightfall. 

“If they can achieve this they will have 
proved the possibility of saving the day, 
not otherwise. They will never succeed in 
convincing common sense people that it 
is wiser and more according to the spirit 
of our faith to leave thousands and tens 
of thousands without any spiritual nour- 
ishment if they cannot take ft on Saturday, 
than to provide it for them on the next 
day, when they can and will receive it 
thankfull,.” 

Agrees with Dr. Philipson. 

Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber, of Baltimore, 
is in substantial agreement with Dr. Philip- 
son, of this city. He says: 

“TI am of the opinion that no particular 
sanctity attaches itself to any particular 
day of the week. Where members of a con- 
gregation are forced through necessity or 
otherwise to remain away from Saturday 
services, worship on Sunday must inevita- 
bly result. This will not endanger -the 
cause of Judaism; on the contrary, it will 
strengthen it. It will give those persons 
who cannot attend services on Saturday an 
opportunity to come on a day when the 
wheels of business are at rest. and thus 
learn something of ‘their faith.” 

“With opinions and sentiments so diver- 
gent among those in authority it seems 
improbable that any decided change will 
mark the early years of the coming cen- 
tury. What the advocates of liberal views 
among the Jewish comrnunion feel ground 
for hope is that the subject instead of be- 
ing no question at ail, as it was only some 
years ago, has become one that is excit- 
ing general interest and attention. 

Of those who are opposed to any compro- 
mise or change Rabbi Kohler, of New York, 
is most pronounced. He declares the change 
proposed is simply an impossibility, a 
treason to Judiaism and a compromise of 
truth. 

Dr, Siitverman, also of New York, says 
that Saturday is the Sabbath independent 
of Judaism, as a historic fact, and that 
no action, of individuals, congregations or 
councils can change it.
